| reorganization, emerging as Military Socialism, with all Germa z 
now available as working war capital for a defensive war of endless duration; pre- 
pared (and still preparing) against every conceivable contingency except calamitous 
crop failure or catastrophal military defeat—to German mind the only two possibili- ( 
ties of peace compelling decisiveness, and both unthinkable and unthought of.

The conviction that the prosecution of the war

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HOLLWEG CONFIRMS — 
NEUTRALITY DEMAND 


Says Germany Asked France to 
Turn Over Two Forts as 
Guarantee,

AMSTERDAM, March 16 (By A 
F.).—In an interview’ published in 
the ._Neueste Nachrichten of Berlin, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg admits 
the truth of the statement made re- 
cently by Stephen Pichon, French 
Foreign Minister, respecting Ger- 
many’s attitude toward France at the 
time of the outbreak of the war. M. 
Pichon said that on July 31, 1914, Dr. 
,on Bethmann-Hollweg, then Ger- 
man Chancellor, instructed Baron 
xon Schoen, then German Ambassa- 
dor at Paris to demand that Erance, 
if she desired to remain neutral in 
the war between Russia and Ger- 
many should hand over to Germany 
as a guarantee of neutrality the for- 
tresses of Toul and Verdun, to be oc- 
cupied until after the war. Dr. von 
BGethmann-Hollweg says: 

“The Russian general mobilization 
furnished indisputable proof that 
those factors which wielded power in 
Russia over the head of the Emper- 
or desired war in all circumstances. 
My instructions to Baron von Schoen 
on July 31, 1914, have been brought 
to light. But what have these in- 
structions to do with Russian mobi- 
lization and the attitude of France? 
Russian regiments were on the march 
before these instructions were writ- 
ten and the French Government had 
no knowledge of these instructions 
when replying to our question as to 
whether, in case of war with Russia, 
it would remain neutral. The French 
Government simply declared it would 
do what the interests of France de- 
inanded. It is well known that these 
instructions were never acted upon. 
Consequently they had not the slight- 
est inflherce on the actual course of 
events., 

“No one could seriously doubt that 
we had not only to fight against the 
Russian mobilization, but also to 
fight France. The Russo-French al- 
lrance had sufficiently shown by the 
attitude adopted. by- both countries 
during recent decades that any war 
would be, for us, a war on two fronts. 
and, furthermore, our enemies’ own 
publications regarding the events of 
July, 1914, also testify that Russia 
herself had made sure of France's 
assistance. 

“I myself was not in the slightest 
doubt regarding this state of affairs 
when the instructions were sent to 
Baron von Schoen, but we could not 
disregard the eventuality that per- 
haps France would personally make 
a declaration of neutrality which, 
however, could not be relied upon 
permanently, and that, under the 
cover of the apparent initial neutral- 
ity, she might complete her prepara. 
tions in order, at a moment when we 
were deeply engaged in the East, to 
fall upon us.” 

“I do not need to point out in 
what a desperate position we should 
have been placed in such a contin- 
gency,” he continued. “Only a neu- 
trality which was securely guaran- 
teed could afford us_ protection 
against such an eventuality. 

“I would also like to,remind the 
French statesmen that Germany pro- 
posed yet another form of guarantee 
for France’s neutrality, not in any 
way connected with the unfulfilled 
instruction. When the _ prospect 
opened, which unfortunatdly rested 


upon a misunderstanding of the war 
teing restricted, through Great Brit- 
ain’s mediation to the east, we ex- 
pressly declared that a declaration of 
France’s neutrality would offer us 
complete security if guaranteed by 
Great Britain.’

P.).—Major-General: Hugh L. Scott, 
formerly chief of staff, today was or- 
dered relieved of his command of 
the Seventy-eighth (National Army) 
division at Camp Dix. N. J.. and 
placed in command of the camp it- 
self, which is to be made an em- 
barkation camp. Brigadier-General 
James T. Dean has been appointed 
to temporarily command the Seven- 
ty-eighth Division. | 

No offiéial reason for the order 
was assigned. Gen. Scott came to 
Washington this week for examina- 
tion by the medical board appointed 
to determine the fitness of officers 
to hold commands on the fighting 
front in France and he understood 
that he had passed the test. Five 
divisional commanders were refieved 
of their commands earlier. in the 
week because they failed to pass tae 
physical examination. 

The general policy has been not to 
give fighting commands to officers 
who have reached the retirement 
age, in the belief that when an 
officer has passed 62 years he'‘is not 
qualified for the arduous duties the 
battle front entails. General Scott 
reached retirement age last Septem- 
ber 22, on which date he relinquished 
the post of chief of staff but was 
called back into active service.

This 
means that under the new plan, sun- , 
set will be two hours and 23 min- 
utes after the time of quitting work, 
whereas it would be only one hour 
and 23 minutes under the old plan. 
: If anyone presumes upon the 
change, to stay up later, he will 
soon find that he is not getting his 
needed amount of sleep, so that this 
matter will adjust itself. 


It is the purpose of the daylight- 
saving movement to change only 
the clocks; and to keep all sched- 
ules, time tables and meal hours as 
they were in relation to the clock. 
BRaseball, however, may be an ex- 
ception. The extra hour's daylight, 
in midsummer af* least; will not all 
be needed to provide for extra-in- 
ning games. Some of it can be used 
in permitting the fans to came a lit- 
tle later by the clock.

| Union Estimate of Strikers. 
| William Reith, president of the 
| District Council of the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America, said the 
Rice-Stix strikers numbered 1200, 
those at the Ely & Walker factories 
950, those of the Elder company 800 
'and those of the New Era Manufac- 
| turing Co. 50. 
| The employes’ of the first three 
|'companies were called out by a 
‘strike order issued Friday evening, 
after the heads of the firms had. re- 
fused to negotiate with the unions 
on their demands for the closed 
shop, the eight-hour day and wage 
increases of 20 to 40 per cent. 
| The strike order did not include 
the New Era factory at 901 Lucas 
avenue, but 50 girls walked out there 
'yesterday morning, without waiting 
for a formal call. 

The union’s demands were pre- 
isented yesterday to the Wolff Shirt 
'Co., 4400 Page boulevard, and Mar- 
tin C. Seegers, local organizer of the 
garment workers, talked with Paul 
EK. Wolff, head of the firm, for two 
hours. It was said that unless Wolff 
‘should sign an agreement with the 
‘union by tomorrow, 150 of his em- 
| ployes would be called out. 

One Strike Is Settled. 

i; At the same time, it was  an- 
nounced that the strike of 50 water- 
'proofers of the Alligator Oil Co., 
'Grand- avenue and Hickory street, 
‘had been settled, and that the com- 
pany had agreed to recognize the un- 
ion. The strikers will return to work 
tomorrow. 

At a meeting at Central Trades 

Hall yesterday morning, Seegers told 
750 workers, mostly women and 
girls, of his call on Ralph McKit-

“Mr. McKittrick told me,” Seegers 
' related, “that the girls in the Ely 
|& Walker factories were too lady- 
'like to strike. I replied that they 
were not only ladylikht, but were 
perfect ladies, and that they would 
strike to get what was due them.” 
He said’ McKittrick had offered a 
10 per cent increase in pay, and 
had asked him if this would not 
meet the union’s demands.

night and failed to report for work 
yesterday morning. Charles J. Lam- 
mert, president of the Building 
Trades’ Council, announced late yes- 
terday. 

The building trades’ committee, 
which sought to arrange a meeting 
between the strikers and their em- 
ployers, met yesterday with the store 
heads in the offices of the Associat- 
ed Retailers, in the Equitable Build- 
ing. Friday afternoon committees of 
the striking clerks called upon. the 
store executives and presented, in 
written form, the terms upon which 
they would return to work. 

The plan of settlement submitted 
included the recognition by the em- 
ployers of the right of the employes 
to belong to and recognition of the 
union; for allowances of time for 
union officers to attend to union du- 
ties; for reinstatement of all em- 
ployesewithout prejudice; for the 
heads of the stores to meet griev- 
ance committees from the unions and 
for arbitration of wages, hours and 
working conditions. 

Terms Store Heads Proposed. 

In rejecting the terms submitted 
by the employes, Cassidy said. that 
the store heads agreed that they 
would take back the striking em- 
ployes on the follgwing terms: 

All striking employes, except six. 


whose conduct has been objection- 
able, will be taken back and restored 
to their old positions at their old 
salaries. 

There will be no prejudice against 
the strikers. 

There will be no objection to the 
employes being members of the un- 
ion. 

If the strikers resurn to work, the 
employers will have no objection to 
meeting a committee of employes, 
providing the committee is composed 
of mature members. 

The employers will not establish 
a minimum wage scale, taking the 
position that salaries can be in- 
creased only on the basis of indi- 
vidual merit. 

The employers will not arbitrate 
the question of wages and working 
conditions. 

The store executives, according to 
Cassiad, explained that they believed 
no success could come out of a con- 
ference with the strikers, because 
the strikers have made it known that 
they will not recede from their pres- 
ent demands, and the employers will 
not agree to the terms. 

Cassidy said he explained to the 
employers that unless a settlement 
was effected soon about 200 members 
of unions affiliated with the coun-. 
cil, and employed in the stores, might 
go on a strike. The executives said 
they realized this, but that they 
could not change their position. 

Unions Having Store Employes. 

While the building trades will take 
action in the matter Wednesday 
night, Cassidy said individual unions 
already had pledged support to the 
strike and might call out their mem- 
bers before Wednesday. Among these 
unions are the carpenters, painters, 
steamfitters and plumbers. Other 
unions which have members in the 
stores are upholsterers’ union, tail- 
ors’ union, garment workers’ union, 
firemen, engineers and drivers’ un- 
ions.

Rogers’ activity in the case 
was due to the fact that the strike 
has involved interference with mu- 
nition manufacture, being done un- 
der contract with the United States 
Government. According to some of 
the strikers who attended the megt- 
ing, Maj. Rogers’ assurances to the 
men covered the following points:

“1. It is understood that there is 
no suggestion of recognition of the 
union, or departure from the method 
of shop operation laid down in our 
book of standard shop practice. 

“2. That we will receive back into 
our employment, as far as shop con- 
ditions will permit, all of our men 
who were in our employ March 6th, 
1918. If any individuals are not con- 
sidered eligible for reinstatement un- 
der this general provision, the com- 
pany will waive its objections in any 
cases where you do not consider 
them sufficient grounds for dismissal | 
under our shop practice rules. 

“3. Wage questions will be con- 
sidered on the merits of the indi- 
vidual workmen, after the men have 
returned to work, according to our 
regular practice, either on individual 
application or on volunteer committee 
presentation to their foreman, it be- 
ing understood that this does not in- 
volve changes of rates in groups. 

“4. It will be satisfactory for all 
men to report at the regular work- 
ing hours at once. Normal operation 
will be resumed in all departments as 
rapidly as possible.”

AMPLE FOR ALL USES 


“In view of the.statements by A. 
C. Bedford, chairman of the Petro- 
leum War Service Committee, our 
gasoline supply is ample for all pur- 
poses and the reserve stock is accu- 
mulating so rapidly that storage fa- 
cilities are being tried to the utmost. 

“As outlined in a recent report by 
the Natiénal Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce gasoline is so plentiful 
that officials at Washington have 
recommended its more generous use 
so that there may be no difficulty 
about the Government obtaining its 
fuel oil supply, which comes only aft- 
er gaspiine is taken from the crude,” 
states James M. Dunlap, sales man- 
ager of the Chandler Motor Car Co., 
Cleveland, O., in a letter written to 
the Lewis Automobile Co., 4700 Wash- 
ington ‘avenue, St. Louis, Chandler 
distributers. 

“The Government must have a con- 
tinuous and ample supply of fuel oil

Bert Hall was first American to Join French 
Foreign Legion and is one of two survivors of 
original American Escadrille—He engaged in more 
than 100 aerial combats and won seven medals for 
bravery in France, Russia and Rumania—Received 
last decoration conferred by Czar Nicholas upon

HE best way to fight a German in the 
air, if the experience of some of the 
most famous allied flyers the war has 
produced can be accepted, is: 

“Go straight at him!" 
This method of attack is advised by 
Lieut. Bert Hall, American and former 
Missourian, in a book in which he tells the story of his 
three years on three European battle fronts, and he 
calls to his support such distinguished individuals as 
Capt. Guynemer, Navarre and Nungasser. 

Lieut. Hall himself is one of the notables of the 
aviation service. He has seven war medals for brav- 
ery and skill, won in more than 100 combats aloft. 
He fought all along the western front, over most of 
the Russian front and on the Rumanian front before 
the entry of the United States into the war ended his 
service under the French colors and he came home to 
seek a place among the American flyers. He was the 
fina American to enter the French Foreign Legion, 
having enlisted in Paris, where he then resided, the 
second day of the war. He was transferred to the 
flying branch of the service the same year and he 
and William Thaw are said to be the only two surviv- 


ors of the original American Escadrille, afterwards 
known as the Lafavette Bscadrille. 
One of Lieut. Hall’s decorations is the highest 


awarded by the French military service, the Military 
Medal. He received it after Marshal Joffre had 
watched him fight 14 German airmen single-handed 
Another is the French Cross of War, with two palm 
leaves, and still another the Russian Cross of St. 
George, which formerly was awarded for exceptional 
bravery. It was pinned on Lieut. Hall by the Czar four 
days before he was deposed and was the last deco- 
ration ever conferred by Nicholas on anyone. 

Lieut. Hall disclaims, however, that the particular 
feat which brought him the Russian cross required any 
especial bravery. All he did, according to his own 
account, was to swoop down upon and destroy a Ger- 
man airplane which was roaming leisurely over the 
Russian lines, with no suspicion of danger. It had 
been the practice of the Russians, he says, to let the 
Germans fly about at will. They feared that if they 
interfered the enemy airmen would become angry 
and come over and drop bombs on them. Lieut. Hall 
formed a poor opinion of the Russians as fighters, in 
any capacity. 

The book which Lieut. Hall has written is entitled 
“En l'Air!”’ the command given to French aviators 
to leave the ground for a flight. One of the particu- 
larly interesting chapters is entitled, ‘My Methods of 
Attack,” which is quoted in part herewith: 

“Usually it is all over in 20 seconds, one way or the 
other. My own experience has taught me that you 
have got to go to it quick if you pull out at all. One- 
third of a minute after contact with the enemy ma- 
chine means victory or defeat, and in nine cases out 
of 10, life.or death for you. The reason is this: In 
that short time you have gained the offensive or the 
boche has. That particular air combat is as good as 
decided. The man who gets the offensive always wins. 


“IT suppose every military aviator develops his own 
methods of handling his machine in maneuvering and 
in attack. * * * I have heard Capt. Georges Guy- 
nemer (one of the greatest of the French airmen, since 
killed) described his methods. He believed that the 
first 20 seconds did the trick. When in a tight cor- 
ner his favorite play was looping the loop, for he had 
great faith in acrobatic tactics. 


‘He said he always tried to fly behind the boche and 
below him if possible. In my opinion, to gain the alti- 
tude is to gain the advantage. That is the reason, I 
believe, that so much of the work is being done so high 
at the present time. One can dive on the adversary 
and, by skillful maneuvering, protect one’s self to a 
certain extent from his machine-gun fire. * * * 

“Very seldom do vou encounter a German who will 
fight vou at equal odds. They are not clean fighters 
and cannot be classed as fighters, man to man. They 
fight only in organization. They are made to fight 
by discipline and not by overflowing courage At the 
beginning there was some chivalry, but not any more. 


Now we attack as soon as we see 
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each other, and, of course, we are 
there for that purpose. The Germans 
cannot be compared to the French 


as fighters.

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How principal of Columbia 
School is attempting to give 
helpful training to children 
who will be required to leave 
studies and go to work to 
aid their families as soon as 
the law will permit them to 
do:so — Ordinary methods 
put aside for those directly

T. LOUIS has a training school 
for office boys! The only one 
of its kind in the city and prob- 
ably the first outside of New 
York. No longer will the 
much-tried business man have 
to contend so largely with 

slovenly, uneducated voungsters, more in- 

clined to play than work and wholly un- 
fitted for any work except the very 

#implest, for Prof. L. W. Rader, princigal 

of Columbia School, Garrison and St. 

Louis avenues, has come to the rescue. 


The Columbia School is in a neighbor- 
hood where a great many of the boys 
must start to work as soon as they are 14, 
and often before. Year after year Prof. 
Rader has helped get permits for thése 
youngsters to start out into an entirely 
new field, poorly equipped for the battle 
before them: Some of the boys didn't 
bother him much, for they were ambi- 
tious, and with the present fine opportu- 
nities offered by the night schools they 
were only slightly handicapped, but the 
boys who had been slow to learn and 
were compelled to work; whose home en- 
vironment and home training had not 
been what it should have been; whose 
personal appearance was against them, 
were the ones who worried the principal, 
and for whose well-being he undertook six months ago 
a special training class at his school. 

The pre-vocational room is unlike the. ordinary 
schoolroom, for there are no desks of the usual 
schoolroom type. Each pupil sits in a sort of easy 
chair, with an adjustable desk. There is a typewriter 
Ou «a lavie in one corner, where daily drills are given. 
At another table advertising posters are made. 

Miss Della Story, teacher of the class, said two 
or three merchants in the neighborhood had purchased 
posters from the class at 25 cents each. There is an 


~? 
Advertising Committee, which, armed with a sample 
poster, solicits orders from neighborhood tradesmen. 
This is to develop salesmanship and only those pupils 
who show an aptitude for this kind of work are ap- 
pointed on the committee. 

The room is filled with suggestions meant to pro- 
mote ambition. Instead of the usual schoolroom pic- 
tures there are clippings from the newspapers of new 
inventions and scientific discoveries and biographies 
of prominent citizens. The room is managed as a 
business house is, with Miss Story as general manager 
and the pupils divided into committees to care for 
the various enterprises of the class. 


Foremost in importamce is the Reporters’ Commit- 
tee. On Thursday of each week the class visits some 
factory or manufacturing plant to gain, not so much 
a knowledge of the process of manufacturing such 
things as tin cans or a daily newspaper, but a thor- 
ough understanding of what it means to work. The 
members of the Reporters’ Committee pay strict at- 
tention to all they see and make a detailed account of 
the visit. 

There is also a Reception Committee, whose chair- 
man sees that visitors are taken care of and the un- 
usual things in the schoolroom explained. 


When a reporter for the Post-Dispatch Sunday Mag- 
azine arrived at the room she was taken on a tour 
of inspection by a bright-eyed boy, who went into the 
most minute details as to why each article was there. 
He spoke intelligently, answered questions, and was 
unusually courteous. Three months ago this boy was 
the despair of his. teacher. He was so timid he would 
not recite orally for fear of ridicule from his class- 
mates. In the pre-vocational room he had been ap- 
pointed on the Reception Committee and at first took 
his classmates around the room. From this small be- 
ginning he has gained a selfonfidence that has made 
him a promising pupil. Should a member of one of the 
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committees leave school the chairman advertises for 
a candidate and seated at the teacher’s desk receives 
written and personal applications. Upon making his 
choice he must tell the class why he chose the new 
committeeman. Usually the candidate is tested by the 
five rules of the class: Honesty, responsibility, self- 
control, promptness and neatness. Neatness and 
promptness are dwelt on to such an extent that un- 
polished shoes or tardiness is a disgrace and the cul- 
prit is accountable not to the teacher, but the class, 
for it means demerit marks to the class—not the in- 
dividual. 

John—former bully of the class—has learned to obey 
and has been taught that the person who wants to 
improve must stand correction. 

Should the class be in need of supplies, the chair- 
man appointed for the purpose makes out an order, 
someone else fills it and sends a bill, and the bill is 
paid by check, printed at the school, and a receipt 
given. All the school printing is. done at the school. 
A paper, edited, printed and distributed by the chil- 
dren is issued once a month. Maps, billheads. blank

checks, receipt and school circulars are also printed. 

Prof. Rader said that’ the pupils in any ordinary 
schoolroom could easily be divided into types, little 
groups which could be handled alike. The children 
in the special class, however, represent a distinct type 
and have been put into this separate class to develop 
the good traits and kill tHe bad. Each one knows 
his weak points and is urged to correct them. 


The class was originally started for boys, but giris 
sought admission also. For the girls a course in sew- 
ing had been planned, not the usual domestic science 
course, but one that will enable them to take care of 
their own clothing—darning, mending and patching. 

And so, if your new office boy—or girl—seems to 
have a little more ability, a little more of pride in his 
personal appearance, a more definite understanding 
of the word “work,” quite possibly he has come to 
you from the Columbia School. 

“Call it a ‘school for office boys’ if you like,’ said 
Prof. Rader, ‘for I presume most of the boys will be- 
come office boys and most of the girls wlil get em- 
ployment in stores and offices. The effort is to give 
them some special preparation for the kind of work 
they will have to do with a limited education. 


“The class is an experiment, started only last Sep- 
tember, but we feel we are on the right road and prob- 
ably will enlarge our work later. There are 14 boys 
and 14 girls in the class. In selecting the children 
which comprise it from among the 1100 pupils at the 
Columbia School there were two considerations. We 
noted in each room those timid, backward children 
who are incapable of learning without special atten- 
tion and direction, and who, if left in the mass of a 
crowded schoolroom, will simply mark time until they 
are taken out of school, learning virtually nothing. 
From among these children we selected those who 
will be required to leave school entirely and go to 
work at the age of 14. Half of them are half orphans 
and any small amounts .which they may be able to 
earn as soon as the law will permit them to work are 
much needed by their families. These we put into the 
special class. 


“A considerable number -of parents who are able 
to keep their children in ‘school and intend. to do so 


have asked that the children be put in this special’ 


class because of the practical character of the teaching 


and its tendency to develop individuality, but we have

HEN you toss a lump of coal into 
your furnace, you expect and de- 
mand that it perform only ‘one serv- 
ice for you—that of furnishing heat 
for your living quarters. But did 
it ever occur to you that that same 
lump of coal, thanks to the pro- 

gressive ingenuity of man throughout the years, can 

provide you with hundreds of other things, that from 

the by-products of crude coal have sprung many di- 

versified industries, all manufacturing something for 

your comfort or necessity? 


It needs but a glance at the accompanying Coal Tar 
Tree to prove to you that this is so: At the bottom 
you will see pictured an ordinary lump of coal, while 
from it spring branches in all directions, each repre- 
senting one of the derivatives of coal tar and each a 
secret of nature which has been wrested from her by 
scientific research. 

Just now, coal tar is one of the world's most valua- 
ble products to a nation engaged in the great war, for 
from it is obtained components which are used in the 
manufacture of high explosive shells. ‘Among these, 
as can be noted on the chart, are nitrotoluol, toluol 
and picric acid. 

You cannot use a lead pencil without being indebted, 
in a measure, to crude coal, for graphite, used in the 
manufacture of pencils, is one of its derivatives. The 
colored garments which you wear doubtless have re- 
ceived their tints from dyes prepared from coal tar, 
which furnishes many hundreds of varieties of colors. 
And when you use gas for cooking or lighting its basis 
has been in the form of coal, such as you keep in your 
bins in the cellar.

As an illustra- 
tion of our teaching methods, reading it taught from 
books of an industrial character, containing facts 
which-are—likely to be of use at an early time to the 
children, instead of from readers comprising gems of 
literature.

N private life he is Stanley Beatty, everyday 
citizen of Kansas City, Kan. Professionally 
he is Known as the Booze Hound of Kansas; 
and his professional record since the Kansas 
bone-dry law became effective last June is 
one that.most Kansas bootleggers know by 
memory. Although he is vested with Federal, 

State, county and city authority, he draws salary from 

none. His compensation comes from fees allowed the 

Attorney-General of the State for conviction of boot- 

leggers. Beatty is the only man in Kansas who has 

made his life profession that of running down liquor 
sellers. 

Throughout her 30 years of prohibition Kansas has 
schooled some of the smoothest bootleggers in the 
United States. Before last June it was not a crime to 
have liquor in the State. Bootleggers had to be care- 
ful only to prevent police and State officers from 
catching them selling it. Now the bone-dry law makes 
possession of liquor prima facie evidence that the per- 
son who has it is guilty. With laws so stringently 
drawn and with only four: exceptions, possession for 
mechanical, sacrificial, medicinal and scientific pur- 
poses, the Kansas bootleggers have developed skill in 
hiding liquor that is equaled by those of no other 
state in the Union. 

On the battle fronts of Europe the art of camou- 
flage has been developed to a remarkable degree. it 
has likewise been developed by the Kansas bootlegger 
along the eastern border. Kansas is the gateway to 
Oklahoma via the liquor route and it is thus bitterly 
contested territory between the representatives of the 
law and illegal dealers in liquor. 

In contrast to the bootleggers’ art of camouflage 
Beatty has developed a trained scent. In the parlance 
of the bootleggers, “all is easy if you get by Beatty.” 
The bootlegger warns his brethren to watch him when 
they “run the border.” 

It is not an extravagant statement to say that a few 
successful trips in the State with a ‘‘load”’ of liquor for 
bootlegging purposes nets the bootlegger a sum equal 
to a year’s wages of the ordinary working man. 
Beatty's trained scent has been instrumental. largely 
in causing the extraordinary prices. He has guarded 
the line so carefully that ordinary whisky brings 
prices aS fancy as Burgundy and the best grade of 
champagne bring on Broadway. Three dollars a pint 
and from that up to $6 is not unusual in-most com- 
munities. The prohibitive price also-has resulted in 
the use of substitutes. Kansas white mule, a con- 
coction of alcohol and water, is the principal one. 

Beatty's first introduction to camouflaged liquor was 
in Leavenworth, Kan., when he tried to get evidence 
of a sale against a professional liquor handler. Ap- 
proaching a negro, known to be one of the profession- 
al’s agents, -Beatty said: 

“i'm dying for a drink, pal, 
where. I can get a little shot?” 

The negro had a large fish, which he said he was 
taking home for dinner.

Beatty has made a study of the products of a score of 
manufactories in Kansas City. He knows the intricate 
parts of each article and knows them from the view- 
point of how they could be. used for carrying liquor. 
Oatmeal boxes, cans of all descriptions which might be 
tapped and later soldered up; harness products, leather 
goods, tools of various kinds, bulk food products, bar- 
rels, containers of all kinds, tanks, sewer pipe, soaps, 
baskets and hundreds of other articles have been in 
his. course of study. Aside from this he has learned 
the billing system of railroads, the freight problems 
and the time'of every regular train that crosses the 
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STANLEY BEATTY. 


border. He also knows the road system of the State, 
which he learned as a matter of protection against 
bootleggers who cross the border-in motor cars. He 
has become wonderfully skillful in detecting liquor in 
traveling bags, grips, trunks and other articles for 
carrying luggage. 

When Beatty goes through a train he shakes each 
grip. His trained ear can detect the rattle of a bottle 
every time. When there is a suspicious rattle he 
lifts the grip. If it is heavy he looks the owner over 
and usually questions him. This generally brings 
forth an’ acmission that the grip has liquor in it. 
[tr not, Peatty gives it a special shake, and listens 
again.

The messenger was curs- 
ing his fate for having to ride-in the same car with 
a cheese that was billed to a small Kansas town.

Beatty then carved the 
cheese away 
filled with whisky.
